Jennings Bryan “spilled the beans” 
again for the Democratic party? 
On 
the eve of the celebration of the birth­ 
day of the patron saint of the party. 
Thomas Jefferson, there is a very gen­ 
eral impression in Washington that 
he has done so. 
Mr. Bryan was invited to attend the 
banquet, which will be held here with 
some 500 guests, including all the 
leading congressional lights of Democ­ 
racy. 
He found it impossible to ac­ 
cept, and instead sent a letter to be 
read as his message. 
When this let­ 
ter was produced and read at a meet­ 
ing of the committee on arrangements 
it created a veritable furore. 
Mem­ 
bers of the committee declared that it 
could not be an expression of Mr. 
Bryan’s views on the subjects dis­ 
cussed and suggested that it had been 
written by Mr. Bryan’s daughter, his 
brother, the office boy, or anybody but 
the sage of Lincoln. 
Later a message was received from 
Bryan’s brother, declaring that the 
letter was genuine, simon pure ex­ 
pression of Mr. Bryan himself. 
More­ 
over, in an apparent desire to make 
sure that the letter would be read at

banquet, 
the

was 
vouchsafed that it would be published 
in the next issue of the Commoner. 
Accordingly it will be made public, 
however much the Democratic leaders 
here would like to suppress it.
